The visit of tbe Medal of Honoi Ixsglon 


laat week calls for more notice than 
could be given m last issue. The party 
numbered over one hundred, one-thlri 
ladies. They were here Tuesday am 
Wednesday. Some came Monday even 
ing and by Wednesday afternoon all had 
gone, many to Washington to be pres 
ent at the dedication of the Sherman 
statue which the Legion voted to attem 
in a body and which, took place las 
Thursday. Tuesday night there was a 
delightful banquet at tb* Eagle Hote 
at which there were covers (or one hun- 
dred and fifty guests, and after the react 
ing came a camp fire with speeches by 
Generals Sickles, Howard and others. 
Tuesday afternoon and Wednesday were 
ipent On the field. 


* # * 


Of those wearing tbe medal who were 


here about thirty.flve were enlisted men 
and twenty-five officers. It was charged 
at tbeir meeting that the former wanted 
the honors and quite a little friction was 
caused wben General Horatio King, in 
a rather warm speech, said that it seemed 
to be a disgrace with some soldiers to be 
an cflieer, and tbat the man who bad 
ambition to excel and become an officer 
deserved credit. The speech did not 
seem to help tbe situation

The Orel tilt came when General J. 


Madison Drake, of New Jersey, pre 
sented tbe following resolution 


Resoloed, That we winners of Medal 


>f Honor in annual reunion at Gettys- 
burg desire to place ourselves on record 
as being proud of tbe brilliant milltaiy 
career of Lieutenant General Kelson A. 
Miles, Fast Commander of tbe Medal of 
Honor Legion, who gallantly earned his 
way from a lieutenancy in a volunteer 
regiment at the commencement of tbe 
war for tbe Union to the command of 
tbe United Stales Army. We have m 
ense pleasure in congratulating oar dis- 
.inguisbed companion upon bis honor- 
able retirement from active duty, after 
aitbfully and. efficiently serving our 
country for more tban forty-two years, 
lis matchless record from Bull Bun to 
Appomatox and bis magnificent achieve 
nients through a long series of years as 
an Indian lighter and conqueror, justly 
entitles him to tbe gratitude and slncer- 
st thanks of every patriolio American. 
Tbe resolution waa no sooner read 
ban a few voices protested. Among 
itbers, John C Delaney, of Harnsborg, 
who said aloud, "Tbis is politics. This 
B no place for politics." The fact was 
hat the one who wrote it as well as 
many who supported It were Bepubli- 
ans and eimply wanted to honor a com< 
mander they had loved and who they be- 
leved had not been treated right by tbe 
War Dept. Finally a member moved 
o table tbe notation. Another made 
be point that such a resolution was out 
f order and General Sickle*, Com- 


mander, declared be could not rule It 
ut of order when there waa a motion to 
table it but be wouH do so if the motion 


id not prevail. It did not prevail and 
lie resolution waa declared out of order. 
But the soldier who had fought side by 
!de with General Miles was aroused and 
id not propose to permit tbeir honored 
ommander to be so treated. John Bros- 
er, of the 164th If Y. Vols , who won 
is medal at Fair Oiks, June 7,1804, by 
escuing a comrade mortally wounded 
nd exposed to the enemy's fire, sprang 
or ward nit h an appeal from thedtci- 
lon of tbe chair. He was backed up. 
'hings were warm for awhile. Wben 
he appeal was put not over ten stood 
p to abide by decision of chair and over 
birty voted to reverse the ruling. Tben 
be original resolution of General Drake 
or tbat grand soldier, General Nelson 
.. Miles, went through with' but one 
issenting voice.

ASSOCIATION. 


The Story ol How Sarah Junkins ol Coun 


Homo Btcams a Patron ol tho Fm 


Library ol Pkilsislphla. 


At a meeting ot tbe Keystone State 


Library Association In this place las 
week, a very interesting question 
considered. 
The Association at Its 


meeting tbe year before In Williamspor 
bad appointed a committee to take u 
the subject of the diflerentiatym of fie 
tlon. The chairman of tbis committee 
was John Thomson, librarian of Free 
Library of Philadelphia. Tbe puipoee 
of tbe work of the committee was t 
afford a better criterion of the value o 
the reading done by a large number o 
toe patrons of free libraries. Fiction i 
taken in large doses by these patrons 
often outnumbering all other books reai 
and practically everything has gone un 
der that head except such works as 
could be included under title "Classics. 
Tbe labor ot this committee was to clas 
sify and divide fiction or in other wordi 
differentiate it so that there wonld be i 
way of finding out exactly what tbe pub 
Ic taste for fiction is. 
It was supposed the work of this com 


mittee might be accomplished in four 01 
ave months. It involved the special 


mmation or reading of six thousand 


woks aud tbe Index compiled took nine 
months to prepare, and made a thick 
lamplilet. The work wonld seem to be 
)ut fairly started as tbe committee 
recommended to the association at tbei: 
meeting here tbat a permanent com 
mittee of five Instead of three be ap 
Jointed to continue the work iu co-ope- 
ration with other libraries and tbat the 
result will be an enlarged index nex 
year. It is also desired tbat all libraries 
ihrougbout the country take up the 
scheme and put it into u§» so tbat its 
comparative advantages may be studied 


O. B. Howard Thomson, son of John 


Thomson, read an intensely Interesting 
paper on tbe subject at one of the meet 
ngs here, explaining in detail the dif 
'erenliation scheme. It is wrong to cal 
all flcticious works fiction for necessarily 
Pilgrim's Progress, Bobinson Crusoe 
and many others would come under that 
name. The statistics of free libraries 
bow the reading public to Is swallow 
ng enormous quantities of 
fiction, 


Vhat are the varieties would be a plaint 
f view, tbe knowledge of which must 
IB of much ultimate good. If much is 
>lood and thunder then it Is a subject 
matter to be atndied and understood. 
?o arrive at tbe true facts tbe fiction as 
ead most be classified into many vaiie 
lee 
Tbere is tbe historical novel, the 


escriptlve novel, the religions novel, 
he philosophical novel, tbe sociological 
novel, the political novel and many other 
varieties, each with their own point ol 
view, which may be more important and 
eave more of an Impression toward tbe 
historical, or descriptive, and so forth, 
ban as fiction. With fiction so claasi- 
ed tbe value of what is read can be bet- 


ter understood than under the single 
lassification aa fiction. Knowing bet- 
er tbe demand the libraries may be bet- 
er able to meet it. 
Tbat this work should originate with 
he librarian of the Free Library of 
'hiladelpbla and his son is most fitting 


as more books are circulated by that 


brary than any library in the world. 


Then Pennsylvania claims as ber very 


wn tbe only great library creator, An- 
rew Carnegie, who bas established one 
f tbe most successful Institutions of 
ihe kind in Pittsburg and in many other 
towns in the State. Pennsylvania baa 


Iso a particularly fine Slats Library at 
[arrlsburg, so everything pertaining to 
brarlea bas a special significance to 
Pennsylvania and her citizens. 


The visit of the State Library Asaoci- 
tion to Gettysburg was marked by an 
nterestlng personal 
Incident.

Thomson wei Miss Reiser, an e i- 
stant librarian of the Free Library. 


Miss Reiser called while here upon one 


f the special patrons of, tbeir library, 
Miss Sara Junkine, at the County Home, 
nd was disappointed in not finding her 
nd Miss Sarah was exceedingly disap- 
pointed in musing this call, an incident 
n a very interesting life story. 


Sara Junkins was born in 1836 at 
ork Springs. She hr •>1 en blind since 
irth. For many years she hps lived at 


County Home and there is no one 


more eit art than she in tbe care of her- 
self and ber rooir 
She bad, however, 


o acquaintance with books or book 
earning until she ws» over fifty rears of 
age.

Are 
they mile posts, or sign posts, or passing 
points of view or years f At first you 
don't care which. Finally they lose 
every characteristic ot a symbol and one 
after another they are studied for what 
they are 


What a poor lot of sign posts they are 


There are none with the freatmeaa of 
youth glowing on their faces. They are 
all old and decrepit, the posts are on a 
lean, the boards hang on any way. They 
aie weather beaten, Tbere is something 
tragic about their gaunt forms and thu 
Intelligence they meant lo convey la so 
nearby obliterated !,hat one wonders 
whether the poor old things are not 
wandering in their heads. Several were 
seen with everything gone but the fatut 
trace of letters and if we had not known 
where we were we would have t jen like 
the bouthern statesman and would bad to 
atk at the nearest farm bouse "Where 
am I at i " A vast majority of the in- 
dex boards are candidates for the index 
board graveyard, wherever that may be, 
perhaps the kindling pile of the super- 
visor 


This is not rut should be. An aged 


half obliterated index board is only 
within the letter of the law. To be 
within both tbo letter and the spirit of 
the law the post wanta to be up straight, 
saying to every traveler I know what I 
am here for aud I can send von straight 
on your journey. Attached to such & 
post there ahould be a board or boards 
large enough to contain letters that 
can ba seen across a road. Bettor yet 
the board could be painted white and 
have the lettering strongly inserted in 
black 
At some rare point such an in- 


dex board Is seen and* it makes one feel 
that the Supervisor who put it up was 
thinking of otters, the benefit it would 
be to others, and not as so m jny others 
express, slapped together in tta easiest 
way possible eo as to comply with the 
law 


The law on the subject la so plain that 


it can not be migunderatood. Supeivisors 
shall cause posts to be erected at the in- 
tersection of all public roada within their 
respective townships, where trees are not 
convenient, with boards tirroly lixed 
thereon and index hands pointing to the 
direction of such roads, on which boards 
sball be inscribed m large and legible 
characters the name of the town, village 
or place to which such roads mav lead 
aud distance thertj computed in mile*, 
Tbere is a penalty punishing a super- 
visor m neglecting or refusing to put up 
or keep m complete repair index baards. 
and also for punishing any peison wil- 
fully destroying, defacing or Injuring 
any guide post or index board 


As a very seasonable suggestion it is 


submitted that every Supervisor In the 
county should make this fall, a complete 
tour of bis district. He should note the 
intersection of every road. If without 
index board or if its condition is such 
that it is not In complete repair, the 
matter should be noted and a list made 
of the index boards needed. Then when 
winter comes and there Is no work to ba 
done on the roads, the Supervisor could 
busy himself with the making of index 
beards, painting them, lettering them 
distinctly. As soon as possible iu the 
early aprmg*the posts and boards could 
be erected and thus start in a next year 
witu such a compliance cf the law both 
in letter and spirit that every one who 
moves up and down the pubUc roads of 
Adams county will behold and say 
Surely this is a community up to date 
giving its people the full benefits of the 
law as to index boards. 


Then you know anything well done, 


even an index board, is an example to 
well doing to every one beholding ic.

epression, below the surface of the ground, 
shall be exceptcd from this regulation, but autilc 
lent dry earth, lime, or coal ashes, must be used 
daily to absorb the tluid part ot the deposit. All 
privy vaults, privies, or earth closets, shall be 
cleaned out at lea-st twice a year, once m the 
Spring, not later than the 11Lh ol May, and in the 
Autumn, not earlier than the l"»th of October, or 
whenever ordered by the Board of Health.

proval oi such plan, by the Board of Health, is 
submitted to him. 
All drains now built shall be reconstructed 
whenever, m tlie opinion ot the Board of Health, 
it shall be necessary. 


VACCINATION. 


SECIION 12 It shall be the duty of every ad- 
ult and CM.Ty parent, guardian or muster ol every 
minor, residing within the limits of this Borough, 
who has not had small-pox, or been \accmated, 
so as to have taken cow pox regularly, to be.it 
an adult, vaccinated, or, Iu the case oJ a minor, 
to cause such minor to be vaccinated; and no 
pupil shall be allowed to attend any school in this 
itorougU who has not been vaccinated success- 
iully w ithlu seven j ears, w hencvcr, in the opin 
ion of the Board oi Health, such precaution shall 
become nectssaiy. 


PURI: FOOD. 


SECTION 13 No milk which has been watered, 
adulterated, reduced or changed m any respect 
from its natural condition uy the addition of any 
ioreign substance, or the milk Irom any cow at- 
feeted with tuberculosis, or any other communic- 
able disease, shall be brought into, held, kept or 
offered for sale at an> place within this Borough. 
Whenever, in the opinion of the Board of 
Health itahall become necessary, no dairyman, 
milkman, or any other person or persons shall 
bring into hold, keep or oiler for sale at any 
place within this Borough, the milk from auy 
cow or cows until he has presented to tiie Board 
ot Uealtn the certificate ot a registered Veterinari- 
an to the cihi^ that ihe said cow or cows oie Iree 
from tuberculosis or an> other communicable 
disease. 
No meat, fish, birds, fowls, fruit, vegetables, 
milk, or anything lor human foods, not being 
then healthy, fresh, sound wholesome, fit ana 
safe for such use, nor auy animal or fish that 
died trora disease, and no carcass of any calf, pig 
of lamb, which, at the time of its death, woo 
less than three weeks old, and no meat therefrom 
shall be hiought within tho limits of this Bor- 
ough or offered or held for sale as lood anywhere 
iu said Borough. 


INFECTED ANIMALS. 


SECTION 14. No animal affected with a 
communicable disease, dangerous to the pub- 
lic health, shall be brought into, or kept 
within, the limits of this Borough, and the 
bodies of animals dead of such dl&ease, or 
Jellied on account thereof, shall not be burled 
within five hundred feet of any residence, nor 
disposed of otherwise than us the Board of 
Health may direct. 


UJSDUKTAJCERS, SEXTONS. 


SECTION 15. Every undertaker, or other 
person who may have charge of the funeral of 
aitf dead person, shall procure a properly 
ftlftd outceitlilcateof. the death of said dead 
person and Us probable cause from the at- 
tending physician, In accordance with the 
form prescribed by the (state Board of Health, 
aud shall present tho same to the Secretary 
of the Board of Health of this Borough, and 
obtain frorn htm a burial or transit permit 
thereupon, at. least twenty-four hours before 
the tift-e appointed for such funeral, excer* 


notify the principal, or teaobcr, of the school, 
or schools, attended Jby any Inmate or said 
household. Tho said principal, or teacher, 
shall exclude all such pupils irom attendance 
in Bucb. schools until sal a Secretary Issues to 
every soch pupil, applying for the same, a 
permit to re-euier school, showing that disin- 
fection has been done in said house, by the 
Health Oflicer, thirty days previous to tbe 
granting of the permit, provided that, if the 
disease sbull nave been measles, but ten days 
sball elapse between disinfection and the 
granting of the permit. 


yKC-iioN 2^, Any room, or house, wlLhln 
the Borough, in which there lias existed a 
communicable disease, shall be deemed to 
have been disinteeted to the satistactlon of 
the Board of Health, when the Health Officer 
shall icport to the Secretvry or said Board 
that he has, within three days from the date 
ol notice from said Secretary, in each infected 
room of said house, for each 1,000 cubic leet of 
space, either 
(n; burned at least 2 pounds of sulphur, or 
(b) evaporated 1 pint of formalin, or 
(c) used 1 ounce of "solidlnedlformaldehyde 
gas" by means of suitable apparatus. Said 
room, or rooms, having been prepared for dis- 
infection by being closed as tightly as possi- 
ble, and they shall be left closed after disin- 
fection for such period as the Health Officer 
may direct. 
in case the occupant of the house to be dis- 
infected makes sworn statement that he, or 
she, is unable to bear tbe expense of disinfec- 
tion, the Board of Health shall disinfect, tbe 
premises free of all cost. In all oilier cases a 
bill bhall be presented for tho actual cost of 
material used, which sum shall be recover- 
able as provided by the Act of May 9th, 1893. 
SECTION 25. No person shall, wltbln the 
limits of this Borougb, unless by permission 
of the Board of Health, carry or remove from 
one building to another any patient aflTected 
with a communicable disease. Nor shall any 
person, by tbe exposure of any Individual so 
affected, or of the body of such individual, or 
of any article capable of conveying contagion 
or infection, orby any negligent act connected 
with the care or cuntody thereof, or by a need- 
less exposure of himself, ot herseii, cause, or 
contribute to, tbe bpread of disease from any 
suUi Individual or dead body. 
SECTION 'Jtt, No person suffering trom, or 
having recently re: overed trom, a communi- 
cable disease, shall expose himself, or hersel', 
nor Khali any one expose any tme under his, 
or hert charge, la any conveyance, without 
having previously notified the ownei, or per- 
son in charge, of such conveyance ol tUe fact 
of such condition as above stated. And the 
owner, or person in charge, of such convey- 
ance, after the entry of any person so infected 
into his conveyance, shall notailowanyolfaer 
pernou to enter It without having it disin- 
fected uiidor the direction aud lo the satisfac- 
tion of the Board of Health. 
SECTION 27. No person shall let, or hire, auy 
house, or room in a house, I u which a com- 
municable disease has existed, unMl the room, 
or houae, and premises connected therewith, 
shall have been disinfected to the satiblactloa 
of the Board of Health ; nnd,forlhe purposes 
of this section, the keeper of an hotel, tun, or 
other house for tlie reception of lodgeis, shall 
Redeemed to let or hire part of a house to any 
perfaon admitted as a guest into such hotel, 
inn, or house. 


BECTION 28. Members of any household, In 
which a communicable disease exists, shall 
abstain from attending places of public 
amusement, worship, or education, aud, aa 
fur an possible, from visiting other private 
houses, until Ihe aforesaid house shall have 
been disinfected by the Health OJHcer. 
riEcrrioN'jy. The clothing, bed clothing and 
bedding, of persons who have been sick with 
any communicable disease, and tbe roorau 
which tbey have occupied during such sick- 
ness, together with their furniture, shall be 
disinfected under the direction of the Board 
of Health. 
SECTION. 80. There shall not be a public or 
church funeral of auy person whe has died of 
a communicable disease {except typhoid 
fever), aud the family, In all such cases, shall 
limit the attendance to us few QB possible, and 
take all precautions possible to prevent the 
exposure of other persons to contagion or In- 
fectloQ. 
The faneral of a person, dead fron any com- 
municable disease* (except typhoid fever), 
shall take place within twenty-four hours of 
the time of death ; provided that, In the case 
ot meaulcs, if the attending physician slmjl 
certify that the death was clue toa sequela, 
such as pneumonia, and not to the dlneuse 
itfaelf, this paragraph shall not apply. 


SELTJON 31. No parent, guardian or master, 
lu whose family there shall have been a com- 
municable disease fexcept typhoid fever), 
shall permit any child, residing In said house 
or family, to attend any public, private, or 
Hunday school, after the disease sball have 
terminated, within a period of thirty dayn 
after the house shall have been disinfected 
aud thoroughly cleaned, provided that, if the 
case shall have been measles, but leu days 
ah all elapue. And it shall be the duty of the 
school board, or the person in charge of any 
school, to have a notice to this effect, men- 
tioning the names of diseases declared com- 
municable and dangerous to the pubiichealth, 
In these rules, posted Jn every school room lu 
the Borough, said notices to ue furnished by 
the Board of Health , and it shall be the duty 
of every teacuer to read this notice to the 
school at least once a month, and whenever 
any epidemic shall occur. 


VITAL &TAT1STICS. 


SECTION 82. All physicians, or other medi- 
cal practitioners, sexions, or any other person 
frorn whom information shall be required, 
shall, upon request of the Board, give such 
infotmatton as it may deem desirable, to 
carry out tbe powers and functions with 
which It is invested by the Act of May Oth, 3898. 


PENALTIES. 


SECTION 33. Every person violating sectlonn 
4, 7, 13, 14,19, 20, 21, 2J. £S, 2-3, 26, 27. 29, and 3J of 
those regulations, shall be liable, for every 
such offense, on conviction before any Burgess, 
Justice or Magistrate, toa fine of not less than 
ilOOO, or more tbauSlOO.OO; every person vio- 
lating any other section or provision of these 
regulations, shall be Jiable, for every such 
oflense, upon conviction before any Burgrss, 
J u at ice or Magistrate, to a flue of not less than 
;3.00, or more than 320.00, at the discretion of 
the convicting Burgess, Justice or Magistrate, 
and costs of prosecution, and on the failure of 
any convicted person to pay the nne and costs 
inflicted, he shall be committed to the county 
I all for one day for each dollar of the nne in- 
tUcted, and for tbe costs till he pays them, or 
Is discharged by due process of law. 
SECTION 34. All police oineers, constables 
and watchmen are enjoined, and all citizens 
ire respec fully requested, to give informa- 
tion to the Board of Health, of any violations 
of these regulations, so that the sanitary laws, 
providing lor the health and clean lints of the 
Borough, may be fully executed, and all 
offenders promptly punished. 
SECT ION 3o. AH ordinances or parts of or- 
dinances inconsistent herewith be and the 
same are hereby repealed.

Judge J. C. Jutiua Langbeim, who

Farmers Should Have All the Good 


They Have Long Feed For. 


Cows 


A very interesting communication baa 


been received from J. TJ. Neely, Fairfield, 
lei I ing ae of the numerous good articles ap- 
pearing in the COMPILER on farm matter?. 
Ue believes cowa on a faim are a source 
of revenue which is much neglected by 
most of oar farmers and saye: 


The selling o! milk, instead of churning 


butter, is almost exclusively practiced now 
and ia much the beat way, and the results 
per cof are larger and does away with the 
labor to the women, thus enabling the 
farmers to keep a larger Dumber of cows. 
The fault with moat farmers is that they 
are at the trouble and expense of deliver- 
ing their milk at the creaineryand produces 
too small a quantity to make it profitable 
Any farmer who has 100 acres of land can 
keep 10 cows and using my own exper 
ience he will find them vary profitable. I 
aim to keep 10 cows sometimes I have as 
many ae 12 and thus sell them down to 
X. lam now milking 11, three of them 
are almost dry and 
will be fresh in a 


month. Tbe rest will be fresh during th» 
winter. I have kept these cows on a 
farm of 100 acres for tbe last five years 
and have never bad to buy any feed ex- 
cept a couple tons of bran. For the last 
four years my cows have brought me in 
cash f 1030.00 for milk and calves sold, be- 
sides I have each year raised about 50 
pigs all of which I started on the akim 
milk. This vear my cows havs brought 
me for milk
